DECLARATION OF ELAINE K. LEE IN SUPPORT OF PETITION UNDER 37 CFR 1.47 
TO FILE THE APPLICATION ON BEHALF OF NON-SIGNING JOINT INVENTOR JON 

BOSTROM 

I, Elaine K. Lee, declare: 

1 . I am Senior Patent Counsel, IP Law, for Sun Microsystems, Inc. ("Sun 
Microsystems"). Sprint Spectrum LLP ("Sprint") and Sun Microsystems are the two joint 
assignees of this application. 

2. Jon Bostrom is one of the three joint inventors for this application. Mr. 
Bostrom was previously employed at Sun Microsystems, and jointly developed the 
subject matter in this application during his employment with Sun Microsystems. The 
terms of his employment required that he assign his entire interest in this application to 
Sun Microsystems. Mr. Bostrom is no longer employed with Sun Microsystems. 

3. On August 1 1 , 2004, 1 contacted Mr. Bostrom via e-mail to discuss 
obtaining his signature on the declaration for this application and a declaration for 
another pending patent application also co-owned by Sprint and Sun Microsystems. On 
August 16, 2004, 1 sent Mr. Bostrom a copy of all the application papers via Federal 
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Express. On August 19, 2004, 1 followed up with Mr. Bostrom via e-mail to discuss 
obtaining his signature on the declaration. 

4. Mr. Bostrom replied that he would not sign the declaration unless he was 
paid for his signature at a rate of $1000/hour. Mr. Bostrom estimated that he would 
require three hours of time to review the two patent applications and sign the 
declarations. The terms of his employment did not require Sun Microsystems to pay Mr. 
Bostrom for his participation in the patent process, and Sun Microsystems is under no 
other obligation to pay Mr. Bostrom in exchange for his signature on the declaration. 

5. I declined Mr. Bostrom's offer for payment in exchange for his signature. 
Mr. Bostrom has not returned the signed declaration, nor has he indicated that he would 
reconsider his prior offer and sign the declaration without being paid for his services.
